First Presbyterian Otsarch.

We noticed one who represented that he was 
eighty-seven years of age, and who took peeu- 
liar pleasure ID recounting his warlike deeds.

Ga-.dens TnAT never Fail — "My garden fail- 
ed la t year, owing to ihe drought," was the re- 
mark ot a friend of ours, when apologizing for 
ihe slovenly appearance of a patch of ground 
which he dignified with Ihe name of garden, 
and in which, each year, after plowing aud har- 
rowing the ground, he is accustomed to plant 
cabbage-, onions, beets, cucumbers, melons, Ac., 
for tha supply of his family; but the soil being 
clayey, aud not over five or six inches in depth, 
with 11 comj a.'t sub- oil beneath, the crops were 
of cour-e lialde to dry up in such a sea-on of 
severe drought aswas last year in Juliet, and as 
such reasons ore by no means unusual in ihi- 
climate, it is good policy for every one who has 
a garden or vegetable patch to adopt such a 
sy-tem of culture as will prevent the danger of 
lailurcfrom this source. 

Deepening the soil is ihe only cfT'Ctivc means of 
protection against failure from drought. Plow 
or spade up the sub-soil in the fall, so as to ex- 
pose it to the mellowing effects of fro-t, say to 
he depth of a f. Kit at least, and if deeper ;o 
much ihe better, adding a good supply of stable 
manure, 'he crops will then push tlieir roots to. 
deep, and inowtors will rise f.om below to con- 
ttoutly, that while other gardens around may 
foil from drought, this wilt continue green and 
flourishing; and the lucres ed yield as well as 
improved quality of i's products will in a single 
year aim 1 t or quite pay for tho improvement.
